‘The Briiish government finds it is not 
quite so easy to make the ‘Celestial Em- 
pire’ bow down and submit as was expec- 
ted. By a late arrival at Philadelphia, of 
the ship Levant our intelligence from Can-

ton is as late as the eleventh of January. 
Advices say,— 

In consequence of the detention of Mr. 

Gribble, Captain Smith, ofthe Volage, with 
the concurrence of Captain Elliott, had 
announced his determination to blockade 
the river and port of Canton—the block- 
ade to commence on the 15th; after which 
date no vessel would be allowed to pass 
in, 
An imperial edict came down to Canton 
on the Sth of January, in answer to reports 
trom Lin, respecting the battle of Chuen- 
vee and the subsequent events. The pro- 
ceedings of the high commissioner were 
approved, and he was ordered to adopt still 
more stringent measures for the expulsion 
of the English and the entire suppression of 
their trade. 

The Proclamation of the Emperor, afier 
reciting the recent acts of the English 
merchants, thus proceeds — 

“We of the Heavenly Dynasty cherish- 
ed these foreigners from afar with the ut- 
most kindness and benevolence, but these 
said foreigners know not how to feel grate- 
ful! They, on the other hand, act the part 
of the unfilial She bird, (which attacks and 
tries to destroy its mother so soon as hatch- 
ed)—that they are in the wrong and te in 
the right, is a fact known alike to those of 
the inner land and to those from beyond 
the seas! Since then, these said (English 
foreigners, by their own act, put them- 
selves out of the pale of the laws, what 
occasion is there for us to feel any sorrow 
or regret about them? Cause, therefore, 
that the trade of the English nation be 
immediately put a stop to, and Ict every 
one of the ships belonging to, said nation 
be forthwith driven out! Cause at the same 
time that it be clearly proclaimed and made 
known to all nations, and let the crunes 
(of the English) be duly and specificially 
drawn up in order, and disseminated among 
the people of all countries, -hewing them 
how the English foreigners have cut them- 
selves off from communion with the Celes- 
tial Dynasty, and that this affair has no

other countries. Do you then, oh! all 
foreigners of all other nations be respect- 


ful submissive as hitherto, and you will be 
permitted to continue your commercial in- 
tercourse as of old! Buti: you dare to

The Hadji Abd-el-Kader Oulid Mahid- 
din, who figures in the accoun's of the 
wars of the French in Africa, belonging 
to a most ancient family of Marabouts, 
and descends, like his kinsman, the Em- 
peror of Morocco, from the Fatimate Cali- 
pha. He was born at Guetna, a sort of 
seminary near Mascara, on the Hachem 
territory, where the Marabouts, his ances- 
tors, assembled a number of young men 
to instruct them io letters, theology, and 
jurisprudence, Abd-el-Kader was educa- 
ted as well as an Arab can be by his fath- 
er, Sidi Mahiddin, who turned to the best 
account his intelligence and energy. As 
yet but a boy, not a passage of the Koran 
perplexed him, and his explanations were 
readier than those of the ablest: commen- 
tators. He lhkewise diligently applied 
himself to oratory and history, and so suc- 
cessfully, that he is now the most elo- 
quent speaker in his country, (an immense 
advantage among the Arabs,) and perfect- 
lv acquainted with the annals of his na- 
tion ww did he neglect the exercises of 
the body, in which he excels, he being 
generally reckoned the best horseman in 
the Barbary states. In short, at the early 
age of twenty he was distinguished for all 
the qualities which men like to behold in 
those whom they place at their head. 

Abd-el-Kader is now about thirty-one 
years old; he ts of middling height, some- 
what corpulent; his countenance is mild, 
expressive, and distinguished; his eyes ar:
